PART  III. 

The  Allies  of  the  Empire  :   Belgium,  Fkanxe,  Russia. 

Serbia,  Japan. 

The  Empire  and  its  Allies  are  engaged  in  a  lile  and  death 
struggle  for  European  liberty.  Belgium  and  France  have 
so  far  borne  the  brunt  of  the  enemy's  devastating  occupa- 
tion, while  England,  though  suffering  equally  from  furious 
attack  and  severe  losses  on  the  field  of  battle,  has  been  pro- 
tected from  invasion  by  her  position  and  her  Navy.  Russia 
on  the  outbreak  of  the  war  found  herself  in  collision  with 
both  Austria  and  Germany ;  Serbia  has  been  invaluable  in 
preventing  Austria  from  concentrating  all  her  energies  upon 
Russia,  and  Japan  has  obliterated  Germany's  power  in  the 
East. 

To  understand  the  present  extraordinarj'  situation,  un- 
paralleled in  the  annals  of  history,  it  is  necessary  to  know 
spmething  of  the  countries  engaged  in  this  might}'  conflict 
and  the  conditions  which  brought  about  the  division  oi 
Europe  into  two  hostile  coahtions — the  Triple  Entente  and 
the  Triple  Alliance.  The  following  brief  account  of  the  Allies 
will  naturally  lead  to  a  consideration  in  the  next  issue  of  the 
M.^GAZiNE  of  the  position  and  policy  of  Germany,  Austria 
and  Turkey  in  so  far  as  they  bear  upon  the  present  crisis. 

The  Triple  Entente. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  ambitious  policy  of  expan- 
sion of  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary  has  for  long  threat- 
ened the  interests  of  England,  France,  and  the  Slav 
States  of  the  Balkan  Peninsula,  and  pointed  to  ultimate 
collision.  It  was,  therefore,  imperative  that  the  countries 
concerned  should  make  agreement  between  themselves  in 
order  to  maintain  the  balance  of  power  in  Europe.  Hence 
arose  the  "  Triple  Entente  "  between  England,  France  and 
Russia,  fostered  not  only  by  a  common  need  but  by  the 
interchange  of  many  friendly  acts  and  visits.  Although 
the  Triple  Entente  is  often  regarded  as  a  counter  stroke 
to  the  "Triple  Alliance"  (Austria,   Germany  and  Italy), 


formed  in  1882.  it  is  not  strictly  speaking  an  Alliance,  aa 
England  is  not  bound  to  support  either  country  except  in 
certain  definite  cases,  specified  in  the  two  agreements  of 
1904  (England  and  France)  and  1907  (England  and  Russia), 
a  further  understanding  being  that  France  would  hence- 
forth concentrate  her  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean,  and 
England  would  come  to  her  aid  should  her  northern  coasts 
be  threatened. 

Belcii'm. 
"  Belgium,"  saitl  (Gladstone  in  1870,  "  has  set  to  Europe 
an  example  of  good  and  stable  Government  gracefully 
associated  with  the  widest  possible  extension  of  the  liberty 
of  the  subject."  To  Belgium's  capacity  for  good  govern- 
ment and  peaceful  progress  must  be  added  the  magnificent 
courage  and  dogged  persistence  which  she  has  ot  late  re- 
vealed in  her  struggle  for  liberty  and  independence  against 
apparently  overwhelming  odds.  The  geographical  position 
of  Belgium  made  her  neutrality  essential  to  the  peace  of 
Europe,  and  by  the  Treaty  of  London,  1839,  it  was  guaran- 
teed by  all  the  Great  Powers  including  Pnissia.  After  the 
defeat  of  France  in  1871,  Belgium  realised  that  she  must  oe 
for  ever  on  the  watch  against  her  victorious  and  powerful 
neighbour,  Germany.  Although  primarily  an  industrial 
people,  hard-working,  thrifty  and  peace-loving,  the  Bel- 
gians have  not  neglected  their  army,  and  when,  in  defiance 
of  the  treaty  of  neutrality  German  troops  were  marched 
through  Belgium  the  whole  nation  enthusiastically  sup- 
ported their  Government,  and  the  military  force,  small 
though  it  was,  proved  an  invaluable  obstacle  to  the  first 
onrush  of  the  Germans  towards  France.  The  gallant  little 
country  has,  alas,  been  temporarily  captured  by  the  enemy, 
and  her  Government  driven  forth  from  gay  and  beautiful 
Brussels  to  .Antwerp,  thence  to  Ostend,  and  finally  across 
the  frontier.  Homeless  and  stricken,  Belgium  yet  remains 
a  nation  and  will  not  yield  her  birthright  as  long  as  she  has 
still  a  son  to  fight  for  her.  Heroic  Belgium  has  helped  thus 
to  save  Europe  from  the  domination  of  militarism,  and  has 
won  for  herself  and  for  her  noble  dead  a  glorious  immor- 
tality. 
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France.  - 
The  extraordinary  recuperative  power  of  France  was 
shown  after  the  Franco -German  War  when,  within  three 
years  of  her  defeat  she  paid  off  the  enormous  indemnity  of 
over  £200,000,000.  With  an  energy  and  a  moral  enthu- 
siasm that  have  aroused  the  admiration  and  jealousy  of  other 
countries,  France  at  once  embarked  upon  a  policy  of  Reha- 
bilitation and  Reform,  the  fruits  of  which  are  to  be  seen  in 
her  soimd  economic  condition  and  her  political  progress. 
With  the  fear  of  Germany  ever  before  her,  France  entered 
into  an  alliance  with  Russia  in  1897  and  an  "  entente  "  with 
England  in  1904.  During  the  last  decade  the  friendship 
and  understanding  between  England  and  France  have  been 
steadily  consolidated  and-  each  nation  has  learnt  to  appre- 
ciate the  characteristic  virtues  of  the  other.  While  cul- 
tivating the  arts  of  peace  France  yet  left  nothing  undone 
to  strengthen  her  amiaments,  and  when  war  broke  out  both 
the  Navy  and  the  Army  were  in  a  far  moi'e  efficient  and 
healthy  condition  than  ever  before.  In  General  Joffre,  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  AUied  Forces  in  France,  the 
world  recognises  a  great  man  and  a  great  soldier  who,  through 
all,  maintains  the  best  traditions  of  the  French  Army. 
France  stands,  as  she  has  always  stood,  for  her  own  ideals 
in  life,  in  art  and  in  literature,  and  were  she  to  perish 
civilization  would  lose  many  gracious  and  noble  qualities 
which  no  other  nation  could  precisely  supply. 

Russi.v. 
Russia,  like  France,  a  former  enemy,  has  now  for  some 
years  been  Great  Britain's  staunch  ally.  Since  the  dawn 
of  the  present  centuiy  Russian  civilization  has  been  ad- 
vancing rapidly.  The  people  have  gradually  realised  that 
they  have  rights  and  are  demanding  expression  and  a 
political  status.  The  revolutionary  movement  in  1905 
wrung  from  the  Government  certain  reforms,  while  Russia's 
defeat  in  Japan  acted  as  a  moral  shock  to  the  nation,  and 
iispired  it  with  a  new  spirit  of  activitj'  and  determination. 
Tiie  annexation  of  Bosnia  and  Herzego\'ina  by  Austria  in 
1938  led  to  an  immediate  re-organisation  of  her  army. 
Wnen  Serbia  was  involved  in  her  struggle  with  Austria, 
Russia  as  champion  of  the  Slavs,  was  bound  to  support  her. 
The  present  war  revealed  the  essential  unity  and  the  intense 
pa. riotism  of  the  Russian  nation.  Political,  religious  and 
rariil  differences  were  forgotten ;  a  large  and  well-equipped 
army  was  at  once  mobilised  and  put  in  the  field.  Slav 
writers  and  thinkers  have  long  looked  forward  to  the  birth 
of  a  Slav  civilisation  which  shall  promulgate  liberal  and 
cosmopolitan  principles  without  the  loss  of  nationality.  It 
may  be  that  the  success  of  the  Allies  in  the  mighty  conflict 
now  raging  will  lead  to  the  realisation  of  this  noble  ideal. 

Serbi.v. 
Serbia,  whose  quarrel  with  Austria  precipitated  the  Great 
European  War,  is  like  Belgium  fighting  against  the  mili- 
tarisrh  which  would  destroy  the  independence  of  the  smaller 
nations.  The  Serbs,  a  courageous,  war-like  and  patriotic 
Slav  people,  are  only  now  emerging  from  primitive  condi- 
tions.    Since  their  emancipation  from  Turkish  tyranny  in 


1878  they  have  suffered  great  humiliation  at  the  hands  of 
Austria-Hungary,  who  mles  over  some  seven  millions  of 
unwilling  Slavs.  The  fate  of  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina 
aroused  in  the  Serbians  a  sense  of  theirown  danger,  and  from 
the  year  1908  elates  a  renaissanceof  national  feeling,  the  eflrcls 
of  which  have  been  seen  in  their  successes  in  the  last  two 
Balkan  Wars.  Serbia's  military  strength  added  to  Russia's 
friendship  aroused  the  hostility  of  Austria  who,  abetted  b\' 
Germany,  had  long  sought  to  attack  her  independence.  The 
assassination  of  the  Archduke  Francis  Ferdinand  pro\-ided 
the  pretext,  and  the  ultimatum  of  July  23rd,  led  inevitably 
to  war  betw-een  Serbia  and  Austria  and  between  Russia  and 
Germany.  Thus  arose  a  climax  involving  not  merely  the 
fate  of  Serbia  but  that  of  the  millions  of  Slavs  of  Southern 
Europe. 

Jap.\n. 
During  the  last  fifty  years  no  nation  has,  perhaps,  done  so 
much  as  Japan  to  combine  some  of  the  best  Western  ideas 
with  an  ancient  and  highly  developed  civilisation.  The 
war  with  Russia  gave  her  an  acknowledged  position  in  the 
East,  and  her  alliance  with  Great  Britain  brought  her  into 
the  ranks  of  the  great  powers  of  the  world.  Japan  entered 
into  the  great  European  conflict  from  somewhat  different 
motives  to  those  which  actuated  the  European  Allies. 
Japan  had  no  fear  of  attack,  neither  was  she  concerned  in 
the  question  of  Belgian  neutrality ;  she  had,  however,  lier  own 
grievance  against  Gennany  and  she  was  also  deeply  affected 
by  Germany's  growing  power  in  the  Far  East.  Japan, 
therefore,  entered  into  an  alliance  with  Great  Britain  in  1905, 
and  with  Russia  and  France  in  1907.  for  the  maintenance  of 
mutual  interests  in  Eastern  Asia.  The  part  that  Japan  has 
played  in  the  great  war  has  been  to  dissipate  Germany's 
naval  strength  in  the  East  by  the  bombardment  and 
seizure  of  Tsingtau,  thus  putting  an  end  to  direct  German 
rule  in  China. 

Through  War  to  Pe.-\ce. 
The  war  now  raging  is  a  life  and  death  straggle  between 
the  nations  ;  it  seems  also  to  be  a  life  and  death  straggle  be- 
tween the  two  great  opposing  ideals  of  spiritual  liberty  and 
the  dominance  of  physical  force.  It  must  prove  a  great 
moral  landmark  in  the  world's  history,  pointing  ultimately, 
it  is  the  hope  of  all,  to  a  permanent  world-peace.  It  is 
because  the  Germans  have  never  understood  the  real 
meaning  of  freedom  that  peoples  so  different  in  character 
and  life  as  are  the  various  Allies  have  combined  to  crush  at 
all  costs  the  German  yoke  of  militarism.  Sanctified  by  the 
sufferings,  it  may  be  of  millions,  who  have  given  up  their 
lives  for  this  freedom,  the  nations  cannot  but  rise  to  a  nobler 
conception  of  what  through  their  united  effort  may  l)c 
achieved  for  the  happiness  of  mankind.

The  Law  of  Nations  and  the  War.     3d.  net. 

Dr.  A.  Pcarce  Higgins  examines  closely  the  plea  of  "  necessity  " 
put  forward  by  the  (iernian  Chancellor  as  an  excuse  for  the  violation 
of  Belgian  neutrality,  and  asserts  that  it  is  entirely  without  justifica- 
tion. He  discusses  and  upholds  the  policy  of  the  balance  of  power, 
which  depends  for  its  success  on  the  existence  of  small  neutral  states, 
wlio.se  safety  ran  only  be  guaranteed  by  the  maintenance  of  inter- 
national treaties. 


The  Responsibility  for  the  War.  Professor  w.  (;.  S.  Adams.  2d.  net. 
This  pamphlet  states  clearly  and  accurately  the  part  played  by 
each  nation  in  the  great  European  drama  which  is  now  proceeding. 
The  paramount  issue  of  the  war  is  the  question  of  freedom  which  is 
indissolubly  bound  up  with  that  of  the  rights  of  smaller  nations  and 
the  sanctity  of  international  treaties.

M.'st  Ijiglisli  pniple  have  but  a  very  hazy  idea  of  modern  Italian 
lii-.iiiiy,  their  knowledge  as  a  rule  being  confined  to  a  few  facts  con- 
nected with  the  names  of  JIazzini  and  Garibaldi.  They  will,  there- 
fore, welcome  this  brief  account  of  the  somewhat  intricate  relations 
of  the  European  States  during  the  last  forty  years,  which  explains  whv 
Italy  became  a  partner  in  the  Triple  Alliance,  and  yet  declared  lur 
neutrality  on  the  outbreak  of  hostilities.

■■  .\inong  the  many  seeming  anomalies  disclosed  by  the  present 
state  of  European  p.  >iitics  none  is  more  startling  than  the  spectacle  of 
C.reat  Britain  at  war  with  Austria-Hungary,  a  Power  with  whom  she 
lias  been  united  for  centuries  by  close  ties  of  friendship  and  syni- 


l)athy."  The  causes  for  this  change  may  be  traced  to  the^'com- 
]ironiise  between  Austria  and  Hungary  in  1S67,  whereby  the  two 
ruling  races  of  the  Dual  Kingdom  .adopted  an  aggressive  policy 
towards  the  Slav  peoples,  and  so  aroused  the  antagonism  of  Russia. 
The  alliance  with  Germany,  which  led  to  estrangement  from  Gnat 
Britain,  was  a  temporary  protection  against  the  Slav  peril,  but  it 
tended  inevitably  to  "  the  subordination  of  Hapsburg  to  Hohen- 
zollern  interests,"  and  to-day  Austria  has  been  used  as  a  mere  catspaw 
by  German  I'lilitarism.  

The  Eastern  Question.     F.  V.  Urquhart.     3d. 

Contains  a  lirief  yet  illumMiating  account  of  the  various  states 
which  togetlier  make  up  the  Balkan  Peninsula,  and  of  their  relations 
to  each  other  and  to  their  immediate  neighbours  Rus.sia,  Austria  and 
Turkey.  The  subject  is  extremely  difficult  to  deal  with  in  a  few 
p.agcs,  but  the  writer's  knowledge  and  .sound  judgment  make  it  pos- 
sible for  the  reader  to  grasp  sonic  of  the  complicated  threads  of 
Eastern  policy. 


Our  Duty  and  Our  Interest  in  the  War.     (',.  \V,  Prothero.     (Murray.)

In.  Protliero  faces  the  terrific  nature  of  the  present  conflict 
squarely.  He  is  of  oijinion  that  the  mass  of  the  nation  docs  not  even 
vet  realise  that  the  national  existence  is  at  stake  and  the  enemy 
practically  at  our  gates.  We  must  not  be  deceived  by  a  few  successes 
into  undervaluing  the  "  resources  in  men,  in  money,  in  intelligence, 
which  the  Germans  can  and  will  employ."  The  success  of  the  enemy 
is  shown  inevitably  to  involve  the  ruin  of  the  British  Empire.  And 
what  this  would  mean  is  described  by  Dr.  Prothero  in  language  that 
remains  with  the  reader  long  after  he  has  cast  aside  the  little 
pamphlet.  The  solemn  warning  ends  on  a  note  of  hope  :  "  Of 
two  things  one  ;  either  Germany  falls  or  we  fall.  And  there  is  no 
doubt  we  can  win  if  we  do  our  best."  Dr.  Prothero 's  contribution 
to  the  literature  of  the  War  is  one  of  the  soberest  and  weightiest  of 
the  innumerable  publications  that  has  yet  appeared. 


The  Development  of  the  European  Nations,  1870-1900.     J.  Holland 

Rose,  Litt.D.  (Constable  ,_\:  Co, t  7s.  'd.  net. 
The  new  edition  of  Dr.  Rose's  well  known  book  is  published  most 
opportunely,  for  although  everyone  is  deeply  interested  in  the 
European  War  few  have  any  understanding  of  .the  real  causes  that 
led  to  the  present  cri.sis.  European  history  since  the  Franco- 
Prussian  War  presents  many  difficulties  to  the  general  reader  ;  he 
requires  a  guide  who  will  .select  and  omit  judiciously,  and  will  help 
him  to  take  a  comprehensive  rather  than  a  detailed  view  of  the  man}' 
important  currents  and  tendencies  during  the  last  thirty  years  of  the 
icjth  century  which  have  so  largely  contributed  to  bring  about  the 
mighty  conflict  now  devastating  Europe.  Dr.  Rose  set  out  to  do  a 
diificult  piece  of  work  which  his  wide  reading  and  his  sane  judgment 
have  enabled  him  to  perform  satisfactorily.  The  value  of  the  book  is 
greatly  enhanced  bj'  the  constant  reference  to  authorities  which  will 
enable  the  student  to  continue  his  studies  (ui  the  lines  opened  up  to 
him  by  Dr.  Rose.

KENNEDY  THE  EXPLORER. 
Exploration  is  an  avenue  to  glory.  Pew  have  found  their  way  to 
it  and  achieved  success.  There  are  the  many  who  have  failed  or 
fallen  in  their  perilous  walk  through  life,  and  lost  their  one  chance  of 
realising  their  ambition  for  all  time.  There  are  the  few  who.  in  their 
attempt  to  struggle  through,  have  almost  snapped  the  thin  hne 
between  them  and  the  outer  world,  and  have  left  onlv  a  slender 
thread  as  a  link  on  the  trail ;  sometimes  vanisliing  altogether, 
leaving  a  solitary  figure  in  a  barren  land,  to  disappear  and  perish. 

But  whether  all  material  connection  between  them  and  the  world 
is  severed,  yet  always  there  exists  some  tangible  imderstanding 
that  links  us  with  the  past,  and  lays  before  us  the  works  of  men  who 
Uved  and  died  for  others. 

Though  the}-  lose  fame  in  life,  they  gain  it  in  death. 

Kennedy  was  one  of  those  great  men  whose  fame  does  not  precede 
them.  He  failed  at  the  last  within  a  few  steps  of  success,  when  he 
might  have  reached  out  his  hand  and  grasped  it.  But  how  can  we 
lay  failure  at  his  door,  when  it  was  through  no  fault  of  his  own  that 
he  did  not  attain  his  aml.iition  ?  Did  he  not  hew  his  way  through  a 
dense  bush,  and  immortalise  his  name  in  the  memory  of  the  world  ? 
Is  this  failure  ?  But  fate  was  unkind,  and  snatched  both  life  and 
glory  from  him  even  at  the  end. 

It  was  in  1848  that  Kennedy  was  instructed  to  penetrate  from 
Rockingham  Bay  to  Albany  Island — to  traverse  the  great  Cape 
York  Peninsida  ;  that  vast  and  terrible  wilderness  with  its  gloomy 
secrets.  He  started  out  with  a  handful  of  men,  amongst  whom  was 
"  Jacky-Jacky,"  whose  name  will  ever  live  in  the  history  of  Aus- 
tralia, a  black  remnant  of  that  expedition.  There  were  besides  a 
half-witted  fellow  and  a  thieving  rogue. 

At  the  head  of  this  miserable  band  Kennedy  faced  the  perils  of  an 
unknown  country,  and  endured  the  privations  and  hardships  that 
belonged  to  explorers  of  those  days  ;  who  hacked  a  name  for  them- 
selves in  Australian  bxish,  and  whose  bones  now  lie  whitened  and 
crumpled  amid  the  sandhills. 

The  possibilities  of  achievement  must  have  seemed  remote  with 
such  a  party  and  surrounded  by  so  much  destitution.  The  under- 
taking was  certainly  an  enormous  one  ;  but  he  did  not  reflect  upon 
impossibilities  when  he  set  out  on  his  arduous  attempt.  There  was 
fame  and  success  at  the  end,  and  toward  it  he  strove  with  no  thought 
of  failure  or  death. 

The  country  from  the  first  was  overgrown  with  a  dangerous 
tropical  jungle,  and  for  over  500  miles  the  little  party  piLshed  on 
through  the  heart  of  it.  It  was  a  hard  and  unequal  fight  against 
the  deadly  armour  of  the  vines — a  nerve-racking  experience — with 
not  a  thing  before  them  save  a  seemingly  impenetrable  network, 
rising  up  forbidingly  and  offering  stubborn  resistance  to  their  feeble 
eftorts.  They  must  often  have  dropped  their  axes  in  despair,  fighting 
towards  an  unseen  goal,  shut  out  from  civilisation  in  a  forest  prison. 

Their  sufferings  were  disheartening  in  the  extreme.  The  horses 
fell  with  the  sting  of  the  nettle-tree,  and  they  were  compelled  by  the 
treacherous  nature  of  the  ground  to  abandon  part  of  their  stores,  as 
well  as  the  drays. 

I'ate  was  indeed  hard  on  these  men,  who  but  scrambled  out  of  one 
pitfall  to  tumble  headlong  into  the  next.  The  blacks  were  hostile 
and  harassed  the  fragile  expedition  with  a  persistency  and  cruelty 
that  sorely  troubled  them,  arrd  plunged  them  into  the  blackest 
despair.  Torture  on  all  sides  !  It  overwhelmed  them  and  made 
life  a  nightmare.  The  fierce  tropical  rain  swept  down  and  held  them 
back  in  its  intensit)-. 

And  oh  !  the  bitter  disappointment,  the  keen  pang  they  must  have 
felt  when  all  too  late  they  crawled  up  to  Princess  Charlotte  Bay  to 
find  their  expected  ship  gone — vanished  with  tlieir  last  hope  over 
the  watery  horizon.  A  ciu-se  lay  upon  them,  and  they  groaned  in 
their  agony  and  bitterness  of  despair. 

Think  of  them  standing  on  a  barren  coast,  amid  all  the  solitude  and 
emptiness  of  an  Australian  desert,  their  tired  eyes  gazing  across  the 
vast  waste  of  ocean  for  the  speck  that  was  not  to  appear  ;  a  curse  on 
their  lips  and  anguish  in  their  hearts — a  dozen  heart-broken  men. 

Overcome  by  hunger,  thirst  and  sickness,  Kennedy  struggled  on  to 
Weymouth  Bay,  and  there  formed  a  lonely  camp  Seeing  his  men  .so 
dispirited  and  fatigued,  he  left  behind  at  the  camp  eigHt  of  the 
number  to  rest  until  he  should  return  with  the  schooner.     But  he 


himself,  with  a  remnant  of  hope  mthiu  him,  with  the  thought  of 
success  ever  uppermost  in  his  mind,  determined  to  push  on  \%'ith  the 
three  men  and  his  black  servant. 

And  so  it  was  here  that  the  unfortunate  party  divided  with  only 
the  faintest  hope  of  seeing  one  another  again — Kennedy  to  struggle 
on  to  where  death  was  awaiting  him,  the  others  to  abide  their  time 
until  Hfe  and  all  suifering  should  be  ended. 

They  hoped  for  death,  expecting  no  relief.  And  it  was  the  ex- 
tremity of  their  sufferings  that  gratified  their  wish.  Within  a  week 
three  of  them,  and  then  three  more,  were  swiftly  overshadowed  by 
death,  and  lay  stretched  out  on  the  naked  shore — their  anxieties  for 
ever  departed.  Death  had  taken  pity  on  them  in  their  misery,  leaving 
their  two  unfortunate  companions,  trembUng  with  horror  at  the 
gruesomeness  of  their  position,  to  sit  with  the  dead  and  eke  out  a 
wearj-  existence. 

P'urther  on  Kennedy  and  his  men  advanced  heroically.  They 
travelled  for  three  long  weeks,  weary  in  body  and  in  mind  ;  and  to 
add  to  the  misfortunes  of  the  journey,  one  of  them  accidentally  shot 
himseU,  receiving  a  mortal  wound.  Perhaps  it  was  better  for  him  to 
end  liis  life  thus — in  peace,  away  from  the  barbarity  of  the  blacks 
and  dangers  of  the  way. 

Leaving  his  two  men  ivith  their  dying  comrade,  Kennedy  once 
more  turned  his  face  to  the  north. 

And  so,  verj'  near  to  his  destination,  he  went  doggedly  on  with  the 
faithful  black  trudging  patiently  at  his  side — 80  miles  to  his  goal  ! 

They  journeyed  thus  for  seven  daj^s,  until  at  last  Albany  Bay,  the 
end  of  his  long  and  narrow  avenue  hove  in  sight. 

How  his  eyes  must  have  shone  with  joyous  anticipation,  and  his 
heart  leapt  with  mingled  feelings  of  deUght  and  thankfulness  ! 

Fortune  was  smiling  on  him  at  last. 

With  the  troubled  waters  receding,  and  sure  success  surging 
ahead,  Kennedy  sank  exhausted  to  the  ground.  Already  his  cares 
and  anxieties  seemed  to  have  flown  from  view.  Danger  was  a  thing 
of  the  past,  to  be  encoimtered  no  more.  This  was  a  time  for  rest  and 
peace. 

Alas  !    "  L'homme  propose — et  Dieu  dispose." 

When  darkness  descended  upon  them  he  slept  with  his  mind  at 
ease — the  sleep  of  peace.  In  the  solitude  of  the  desert  he  little 
thought  what  grim  faces  were  looming  out  of  the  darkness  around 
him. 

It  was  the  blacks  again.  They  were  ubiquitous,  dogging  his  foot- 
steps wherever  he  went,  and  mocking  at  liim  like  evil  spirits. 

In  the  dead  of  night,  when  all  life  seemed  slumbering,  a  crowd  of 
these  black  devils  came  upon  the  scene  and  aroused  the  sleepers. 
Hastily  taking  in  the  situation,  Kennedy  deemed  it  wise  to  move  on 
at  once;  and  seizing  the  horses  they  made  ofE.  But  the  enemj'  was 
war\',  and  before  the  fugitives  had  gone  far,  they  were  surrounded 
b}'  a  mass  of  natives. 

There,  hemmed  in  on  all  sides,  they  determined  to  put  up  a  last 
fight,  knomng  it  to  be  hopeless  from  the  first.  Not  a  loophole  of 
escape  was  offered. 

A  shower  of  spears  was  thrown,  and  Kennedy  was  hit  in  the  back. 
Tenderly  supporting  his  master,  "  Jacky  "  fired.  A  black  fell,  and 
the  others  vanished — only  to  return  presently  in  greater  numbers. 

Then  out  of  the  gloom  a  heavy  hail  of  spears  descended  upon 
them.  It  was  impossible  to  escape  injury.  The  blacks  towered 
above  and  aroimd  them  like  giants  of  ebony  in  the  night,  a  mass  of 
hideous  faces  and  gleaming  spears.  The  horses  were  struck  down, 
and  Kennedy  feU  with  a  spear  in  his  leg.  Nor  did  the  faithful 
"  Jacky  "  escape  injury. 

With  a  terrible  wound  on  his  forehead,  he  dragged  his  beloved 
master  out  of  the  deadly  hail  into  the  neighbouring  scrub,  and  cut 
out  the  spears.  One  can  feel  there  was  humanity  and  alTcction  in 
his  heart  ;   that  although  black,  he  was  a  white  man. 

Within  the  scrub  they  were  safe  from  the  blacks,  who  had  already 
vanished  into  the  vv'ood  as  silently  as  they  had  appeared. 

In  the  awful  silence,  with  the  faint  moonlight  filtering  softly 
through  the  leaves,  the  black  beut  over  his  dying  master,  and 
watched  his  life-blood  ebbing  from  his  side. 

Thev  were  in  the  hands  of  their  Maker. 

As  stone  figures  in  the  moonlight  they  seemed — two  shadowy 
forms  amonst  the  trees,  one  on  his  hands  and  knees  beside  his 
master  as  if  to  guard  him  from  all  danger  in  his  last  moments  ;  the 
other  on  his  elbow  with  pencil  and  paper,  attempting  to  scrawl  a 
message  to  the  world  he  was  leaving. 

But  not  so  !     He  expired  in  the  arms  of  his  devoted  attendant. 

The  shadowy  form  of  Death  hovering  near  reached  out  its  relent- 
less hand  and  snatched  the  soul  of  another  explorer,  departing  in 
peace  to  a  greater  world. 
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He  is  dead  now.  We,  amidst  comfort  and  civilisation,  read  of 
him  ;  a  passing  image  is  conjured  >ip  before  us  and  is  gone  again. 
He  sacrificed  so  much  for  the  world.     He  lived  and  died  for  it. 

"  Jacky  "  bent  over  his  dead  and  wept  bitterly. 

With  his  tomahawk  he  dug  a  rude  grave  amongst  the  trees,  and 
wrapping  the  body  in  his  shirt  and  trousers — what  better  shroud 
could  Kennedy  have  desired  ? — he  laid  it  in  its  last  resting-place. 
Then  a  heap  of  earth  and  logs  fell  over  the  body,  and  shut  it  for  ever 
from  sight. 

Kennedy  had  come  to  liis  own. 

In  the  distance  a  curlew  woke  the  echoes  of  the  stilly  night, 
uttering  its  farewell  in  one  raucous  shriek  ;  and  a  dingo  howled 
mournfuUv. 

Silence  ! 

-\nd  it  seemed  as  if  the  soul  of  Kennedy  was  being  wafted  gently 
into  a  higher  sphere. 

X  soft  wind  sprang  up  and  played  about  the  gra\'e  a  triumphant 
funeral  march  ;  and  seemed  to  vdiisper  over  the  grave  a  sole:nn 
requiem,  that  was  a  song  of  the  angels.

"  Sydney  and  Melbourne  have  already  raised  over  ;£8o,ooo  each, 
and  it  is  surprising  what  a  number  of  Chinamen  have  contributed 
to  the  funds,  as  well  as  Greeks  and  Italians. 

"  I^ach  volunteer  is  insured  for  /J200,  and  receives  5s.  a  day  pay. 
.VU  wives  of  volunteers  are  to  have  ^;o  a  year  and  (;!%  for  each  child."

Help  from  Canadian  School  Children  and  Teachers. 

One  of  the  most  notable  among  the  many  contributions  to  the 
Belgian  Relief  Fund  comes  from  the  children  of  the  Heriot  Bay  school. 
This  little  hamlet  school  has  only  an  attendance  of  fifteen  pupils, 
but  those  fifteen,  under  the  leadership  of  their  teacher.  Miss  Katie 
Walker,  raised  the  sum  of  %iy .  In  the  letter  accompanying  the 
donation.  Miss  Walker  tells  how  the  money  was  raised,  as  follows  : 

"  Messrs.  Napier,  Jones  &  Co.  : — The  children  of  the  Heriot  Bay 
school  are  the  senders,  and  they  would  like,  if  possible,  to  have  it  go 
towards  the  aid  of  children  if  that  can  be  managed  without  too  much 
trouble.  This  is  their  Thanksgiving  offering  and  the  first  time  they 
have  done  anything  of  the  kind. 

"  It  might  be  interesting  to  the  people  it  is  sent  to  to  know  how 
this  money  was  raised,  as  the  people  in  this  district  are  anything  but 
rich  themselves.  I  had  the  children  bring  fruit  and  vegetables  to  the 
school  the  Friday  before  Thanksgiving.  We  bad  published  an  auction 
sale  of  these  things  to  take  place  at  a  certain  time.  Though  it  was  a 
wet  day,  a  good  crowd  came,  and  we  easily  sold  all  our  produce.  The 
children  and  (needless  to  say,  their  teacher)  were  delighted  at  the 
amount  raised,  which  was  far  beyond  their  wildest  hopes.

THE  DEATH  OF  LORD  ROBERTS. 

The|deathof  Lord  Roberts,  on  French  soil,  alter  a  hfelong 
career  of  active  service  for  his  country,  has  a  significance  no 
less  ethical  than  artistic,  which  history  will  not  be  slow  to 
seize.  Crowned  with  honours  and  enjoying  in  a  rare  degrei- 
the  passionate  affection  of  the  army,  he  died  within  sduml 
of  the  enemy's  guns,  his  beloved  Indian  tr<Hii)^,  win  an  he  liad 
so  often  led  to  victory,  and  many  of  his  old  comrades  in  arms 
around  him.  No  poet  or  painter  could  have  chosen  a  more 
fitting  scene  and  occasion  for  Death.  "  I  must  go  and  see 
the  Indian  Soldiers,"  said  the  veteran  of  eighty-two  before 
leaving  for  France.  "  it  is  the  most  useful  thing  I  can  do  at 
this  moment,"  and  among  them  he  laid  down  his  life. 

Lord  Roberts  occupied  a  unique  position  in  the  hearts  of 
his  countrymen  throughout  the  Empire,  and  his  death  will 
l)e  felt  as  a  real  personal  loss  to  thousands  who  only  knew 
him  by  name.  As  far  back  as.thc  days  of  the  Indian  Mutiny 
when  he  won  his  Victoria  Cross,  "  Bobs,"  the  idol  of  the 
army  for  close  upon  a  half-century,  showed  the  stuff  ol 
which  he  was  made,  while  his  march  at  the  head  of  his  gallant 
little  army  from  Kabul  to  Kandahar  placed  him  in  the  fore- 
most ranks  of  military  leaders.  His  work  in  South  Africa, 
undertaken  at  an  age  when  most  men  are  desirous  of  en- 
joying well  deserved  rest,  turned  defeat  into  victory  and 
added  yet  more  laurels  to  his  brow.  During  the  later  years 
of  his  life  he  devoted  himself  to  the  ungrateful  task  of  trying 
to  arouse  in  his  unwilling  countrymen  a  sense  of  the  German 
peril,  the  reality  of  which  he  lived  to  see.  When  the  war  he 
had  so  long  foreseen  broke  out  he  uttered  no  word  of  rv- 
proach  to  those  who  had  neglected  his  warnings,  hut  with 
characteristic  energy  and  simplicity  he  set  almut  the  work

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EDITORIAL. 


Lord  Roberts  and  the  League  o£  the  Empire. 

W'c  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  Field-Marshal 
Earl  Roberts,  a  short  notice  of  which  appears  over  page. 

In  connection  with  the  League  of  the  Empire  Lord 
Roberts  had  especially  shown  interest  in  the  Empire  Day 
Parade  held  by  the  League  each  year  in  Hyde  Park,  where 
he  always  took  the  Salute.  Last  May,  owing  to  a  very  wet 
day,  he  was  obliged  to  forego  the  ceremony,  at  the  same 
time  saying  that  he  hoped  to  be  in  his  right  position  again 
next  year.  Many  letters  received  by  the  League  from  Lord 
Roberts  show  the  pleasure  he  took  in  the  performance-  of 
the  boys  and  his  keen  appreciation  of  any  improvements  in 
their  movements  or  bearing. 

Indicative  of  his  interest  in  all  appertaining  to  young 
people,  but  six  weeks  before  his  death.  Lord  Roberts  sent 
to  the  League  a  little  meassge  to  the  children  of  the  Empire 
explaining  clearly  the  causes  of  the  war.  Tliis  message  we 
repeat,  as  we  believe  it  to  be  one  of  his  last  public  utterances. 
CiiiLDREx  OF  THE  Empire  : 

You  have  all  heard  of  the  War  ;  you  have  all  heard  of  tlie  fighting 
forces  scut  froui  every  part  of  the  Kuipire  to  help  the  Jlotlier  Couutry. 
Why  are  we  fighting  ?  Because  the  British  Empire  does  not  break 
it.s  promises,  nor  will  it  allow  small  Nations  to  be  bullied. 

Now,  the  British  Government  promised,  with  all  the  Great  Powers 
of  Europe,  including  Germany,  that  no  Arnry  should  set  foot  on  the 
territory  of  the  little  nation  of  Belgium  without  her  leave  ;  in  other 
words,  she  "  guaranteed  the  neutrality  of  Belgium." 

Germany,  however,  was  bent  on  war,  and  on  dominating  other 
Nations.  Britain  did  her  best  to  keep  the  peace,  but  Germany 
(breaking  her  word)  marched  her  Armies  into  Belgium  to  try  and 
conquer  France. 

Children  of  the  Empire,  this  is  why  we  are  at  war — to  hold  our 
promise,  to  help  our  friends,  and  to  keep  the  Flag  of  Liberty  flying, 
not  only  over  our  ovni  Empire,  but  over  the  whole  world.

Comradeship  in  War. 

Thr  tdUiiwing  lilllr  account  i)t  twn  ])atienls  in  a  large 
military  hospital  in  France,  to  which  tiie  League  is  sending 
comforts  and  warm  clothing,  will  show  the  courage  of  our 
soldiers  and  their  loyal  help  one  to  the  other.  Two  men 
wrrc  in  1lic  trenches  side  by  side  ;  one  was  hit  by  a  shell, 
but  a  book  and  a  watch  in  his  pocket  saved  his  life,  the 
impact,  however,  breaking  his  collar  bone.  The  soldier 
beside  him  had  his  leg  smashed  by  the  same  shell.  The  first 
man  helped  his  comrade  out  of  the  trench,  placed  his  arm 
round  his  neck  although  his  collar  bone  was  broken  and  for 
four  miles  helped  him  to  hop  towards  the  rear  until  they 
came  upon  an  ambulanct'.  This  brave  friend  is  shortly 
going  back  to  the  Front,  and  we  hope  he  will  have  many 
little  gifts  from  the  League  of  the  Empire  to  give  some  slight 
comfort  in  the  hardships  he  must  again  inevitably  endure. 


Canadian  Nursing  Sisters. 

On  Wednesday,  Novemt>fi'  irth.  a  ])arty  of  Canadian 
luirses  on  their  way  to  the  Front  with  the  Canadian  Con- 
tingent, were  entertained  to  tfa  at  the  Club.  Sir  Philip 
Hutchins  presided,  and  a  large  number  of  members  and 
friends  were  present.  After  tea  the  Chairman  addressed  a 
few  words  of  welcome  to  the  visitors.  He  said  that  as 
Canada  was  the  nearest  daughter  of  the  Motherland  it  was 
but  fitting  she  shotild  be  the  first  to  .send  a  contingent  to  her 
aid.  The  response  made  by  the  Empire  was  magnificent. 
The  nurses,  like  the  soldiers,  were  doing  a  great  work  for  the 
Empire.  They  were  all  fighting  under  one  flag,  which  must, 
for  the  freedom  of  Europe,  be  carried  into  the  enemy's 
strongholds.,  "  We,  therefore,"  said  Sir  Philip,  "  wish  you 
God  Speed,  and  in  His  Name  we  bid  you  go  forth,  for  He 
keepeth  His  Covenant  and  He  alone  giveth  the  victory  and 
bringeth  the  arrogant  to  the  dust."  Mrs.  Holman  Hunt 
seconded  the  welcome,  and  added  that  as  a  mother  she  knew 
what  it  meant  to  have  loyal  children,  and  thus  she  deeply 
appreciated  the  loyalty  shown  by  the  Dominions  to  the 
Mother  Country.  The  Canadian  Nurses  were  later 
entertained  to  tea  by  Mrs.  Holman  Hunt,  Lady  Macdonell, 
and  others.

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ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  LEAGUE  OF  THE 
EMPIRE  AND  OF  THE  IMPERIAL  UNION 
OF  TEACHERS. 


The  second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Imperial  T^nion  of 
Teachers,  convened  by  the  League  of  the  Ivnipire.  was  held  on 
the  afternoon  and  evening  of  Saturday.  July  18,  1914,  at  the 
Caxton  Hall,  London,  when  a  very  large  number  of  represen- 
tatives of  the  Teachers'  Associations  throughout  the  LvUipire 
were  present.  In  the  afternoon  the  Ivarl  of  Meath.  K.P.,  P.C. 
presided.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  meeting,  owing  to 
traffic  pressure  his  arrival  was  delayed,  and  the  chair  was 
meanwhile  taken  by  vSir  Philip  Ilutchins.  K. C.S.I,  (chairman 
of  the  Council) .

Sir  Philip  Hutchins,  in  opening  the  afternoon  proceedings, 
welcomed  the  representatives  of  the  Teachers'  Associations 
throughout  the  Ivmpire,  and  said  that  the  Imperial  I'nion  of 
Teachers  had  now  been  in  existence  for  a  year,  and  it  was 
hoped  every  j'ear  to  have  meetings  such  as  the  present  one  at 


which  teachers  and  educationists  generally  could  come  into 
])ersoual  touch  with  one  another.  From  the  very  first  the 
League  of  the  Empire  had  considered  that  the  closer  miion  of 
the  Enipire  could  best  be  promoted  by  bringing  influence  to 
bear  on  young  persons,  and  with  that  object  in  view  they  had 
begun  to  link  the  schools  together  by  starting  correspondence 
between  the  school  children,  there  being  at  the  present  time 
nearly  30,000  such  "  comrades  "  on  the  books  of  the  I.,eague. 
In  summarising  the  various  activities  of  the  League  vSir  Philip 
Hutchins  referred  to  the  help  given  by  Sir  Robert  Lucas- 
Tooth  in  establishing  a  club  for  the  use  of  members  at  home  and 
also  for  those  visiting  Ivngland  from  overseas,  for  teachers  who 
were  members  of  recognised  Teachers'  Associations,  and  all 
others  interested  in  Imperial  work.  The  only  other  item  in 
the  Report  to  wliich  he  wished  to  direct  attention  was  the  St. 
Helena  lace  industry,  in  which  Her  Jlajesty  the  Queen  had 
taken  interest.  Two  sales  of  lace  had  been  held  by  the  Ladies' 
Committee,  of  which  the  Comitess  of  Bathurst  was  chairman, 
the  amount  realised  being  over  ^/^lOo.  The  following  resolu- 
tion was  then  formally  presented  by  Sir  Phihp  Hutchins  and 
seconded  by  Miss  Rees  George  : — 

"  That  this  Meeting  records  its  appreciation  of  the  impor- 
tance of  the  work  wliich  the  I^eague  of  the  Empire  has  accom- 
plished in  the  interests  of  Imperial  Education,  and  resolves  to 
use  all  possible  efforts  to  assist  it  in  its  endeavours  to  draw  yet 
closer  all  peoples  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions  in  the  Bonds  of 
Brotherhood  and  Learning." 

The  Resolution  was  carried  mianimously. 
Dr.  James  L.  Hughf;s.  representing  the  Government  of 
Ontario  and  the  Canadian  Branch  of  the  Ivcague,  endorsed  the 
invitation  given  by  the  ]Minister  of  Education  for  Ontario  to  the 
Imperial  Teachers'  Association  to  meet  in  conference  at 
Toronto  in  19 16.  He  said  that  in  Canada  they  felt  that  the 
teachers  from  the  Homeland  and  the  other  Dominions  ought  to 
know  more  of  Canada.  The  trip  from  England  and  back 
could  be  made  for  £^0,  probably  for  less,  because  of  the 
arrangements  the  Ontario  Government  would  make.  The 
representatives  would  be  housed  in  the  residence  of  the  I'ni- 
versity  of  Toronto,  and  entertained  by  the  Government  as  well 
as  by  the  City  of  Toronto.  Excursions  would  be  made  to 
Northern  Ontario,  to  the  Niagara  Falls,  in  addition  to  educa- 
tional and  agricultural  institutions,  and  the  principal  cities 
of  the  East.  He  hoped  that  some  of  the  visitors  would  take 
the  trip  across  the  continent,  special  terms  for  which  would 
also  be  arranged.  On  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the  Con- 
ference of  which  he  was  Chairman,  he  gave  them  a  most  hearty 
and  cordial  invitation  to  the  Dominion. 

Mr.  M.  J.  Rendall  (Headmaster  of  Winchester  College) 
proposed  the  second  resolution  ;  "  That  the  Representatives 
of  the  Teachers'  Associations  throughout  the  Empire,  gathered 
together  at  the  Annual  ^Meeting  of  the  League  of  the  Ivmpire, 
accept  with  thanks  the  hospitable  invitation  of  the  Hon,  the 
Minister  of  Education  for  Ontario  to  meet  in  conference  at 
Toronto  in  1916,  and  assiure  him  of  the  interest  of  their  A.s.socia- 
tions  in  so  desirable  an  Imperial  enterpri.se."  He  said  that 
at  Winchester  they  took  one  of  their  professors  from  Toronto 
Tniversity,  and  they  had  sent  an  old  Wykehamist  to  Toronto. 
Additional  dignity  and  significance  were  given  to  the  invitation 
by  the  fact  that  it  was  issued  by  the  Government,  for  which 
compliment  they  all  felt  the  deepest  gratitude.  After  all,  the 
work  of  the  Ivmpire  started  with  a  Govermnent.  The  I^eague 
of  the  Enipire  had  taken  up  its  work  in  the  same  spirit  in  which 
the  late  Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain  took  up  his  work  of  the  uni- 
fication of  the  Enipire.  and  to  the  heart,  brain  and  trained 
inteUigence  of  a  municipal  citizen  of  Birmingham  it  had  added 
the  quaUty  of  imagination  which  created  new  work  and  re\-ivi- 
fied  old  ideas.  The  League  had  acted  rightly  in  taking  eiluca- 
tion  as  the  basis  of  a  satisfactory  interchange  of  thought  and 
sympathy  between  the  various  nations  of  the  Empire.  It  was 
the  vital  bonds  of  education  that  would  bind  those  nations 
together.

Mr.  J.  W.  Gilbert  (Chairman  of  the  Tuluoatiou  Committee. 
London  County  Council)  seconded  the  Rc.whilion.  He  said  it 
had  been  suggested  to  him  that  it  was  litting  for  the  Kesohition 
to  be  proposed  by  IMr.  Rendall  as  representing  secondary 
echication  in  Ivngland,  and  to  be  seconded  by  himself  as  repre- 
senting the  largest  and  most  important  elementary  education 
authority  in  the  world.  He  agreed  with  Mr.  Rendall  in 
emphasising  the  importance  of  the  invitation  to  Toront<j 
I)eing  issued  by  the  Government,  which  fact,  he  thought,  ought 
to  ensure  the  succe.ss  of  the  Conference  and  insjjire  other 
Governments  to  extend  .similar  invitations  in  the  future.  On 
behalf  of  the  London  Education  Authority  he  desired  to  wel- 
come the  teachers  present  that  afternoon  who  had  come  from 
every  jjart  of  the  Empire  to  pay  a  visit  to  the  Mother  Country. 
Although  it  had  lieen  his  privilege  frequently  to  welcome 
visitors  from  foreign  countries,  he  was  nuich  more  pleased  to 
welcome  those  who  on  the  present  occasion  had  come  from  our 
OW11  Dominions,  He  thought  that  was  a  practical  way  in 
which  every  Education  Authority  might  help  on  the  work 
which  the  I<eague  of  the  Empire  was  striving  to  do.  and  the 
teachers  themselves  were  perfectly  willing  to  as,sist.  He 
wished  the  Conference  at  Toronto  every  possible  success, 
iKijiiiig  that  educationi.sts  in  the  Mother  Country  would  do 
their  best  to  help  it,  and  that  it  would  be  the  means  of 
strengthening  the  bonds  between  all  parts  of  the  Empire  and 
the  mother  Country. 

The  Hox.  T.  Cajwiichaei,  (Minister  of  Education,  Xew  vSouth 
Wales)  supported  the  motion  in  regard  to  the  invitation  of  the 
Minister  of  Education  for  Ontario.  He  thought  such  invita- 
tions were  the  most  practical  steps  that  could  be  taken  to  give 
representatives  from  different  parts  of  the  Ivmpire  a  personal 
acquaintance  with  one  another's  methods  of  education.  At 
the  present  time  they  were  in  want  of  that  personal  know- 
ledge. The  nations  of  the  world  were  just  at  the  dawn  of 
scientific  inventions.  He  thought  everyone  would  agree  with 
him  that  the  most  successful  nation  in  the  future  would  be 
that  nation  which  exploited  the  brains  of  its  people  to  their 
full  value,  that  gathered  in  the  cleverest  children  from  the 
elementary  schools  and  took  them  on  to  the  imiversity,  as  was 
proposed  under  the  I^ondon  County  Council  scheme,  keeping 
them  at  the  univer.sity  imtil  they  had  matured  and  the  fullest 
possible  value  could  be  obtained  from  their  brains. 

Mr.  T.  Reun'ERT  (Chairman  of  the  Witwater.srand  Council 
of  Education.  Transvaal)  thought  one  of  the  most  .striking 
illustrations  that  could  be  had  of  the  extent  and  unity  of  the 
Enipire  was  the  fact  that  during  that  afternoon  they  had  heard 
speeches  from  the  Headmaster  of  one  of  the  oldest  Colleges  of 
Ivngland,  from  the  Chairman  responsible  for  the  largest  educa- 
tion organisation  in  the  world,  and  from  representatives  of 
many  parts  of  the  great  Empire.  He  thought  the  in\'itation 
extended  by  Ontario  would  be  supported  by  every  part  of  the 
Ivmpire,  and  would  be  followed  by  a  similar  invitation  from 
v'^outh  Africa.  He  believed  that  one  of  the  greatest  advantages 
of  the.se  meetings  would  be  to  enable  the  friends  of  education 
to  put  their  heads  together  and  try  to  find  a  way  of  equalising 
the  present  appalling  disparities  of  opportimity.  Further,  he 
thought  that  educational  meetings  would  help  to  strengthen 
the  bonds  of  brotherhood  tlu-oughout  the  Empire. 

The  Resolution  was  then  put  to  the  IMeeting  and  carried 
imanimously . 

Mr.  G.  Cri'IKSIIAXK  (Xew  Zealand)  propo.sed  that  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the  Honorary  Officials  conducting 
the  work  of  the  I<eague  throughout  the  Ivmpire.  He  thought 
the  League  had  the  most  splendid  officers.  He  was  pleased  in 
this  respect  to  couple  the  name  of  Mrs.  Ord  Jlarshall  with  those 
of  the  other  Honorary  vSecretaries  throughout  the  E.mjiire. 

Mr.  D.  T.  CoWAX  (Director  of  luhication  for  Hampshire)  said 
that  he  had  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  resolution. 

The  Resolution  was  then  put  to  the  fleeting  and  carried  by 
acclamation.  Sir  Phiup  Hutchins  briefly  returning  thanks  on 
behalf  of  himself  and  of  the  Honorary  Officials  of  the  I<eague. 


The  Hon.  Georce  Fowi,ds  (lately  Mini.ster  of  Tvdueation. 
Xew  Zealand),  ill  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman, 
said  that  no  name  was  better  known  in  connection  with  the 
movement  for  the  unification  of  the  Ivmpire  than  that  of  Lord 
Meath.  Sir  Philip  Hntchins,  who  preceded  the  Ivarl  of  Meath 
in  the  chair,  atso  deserved  the  thanks  of  the  meeting. 

The  resolution  was  carried  I)y  acclamation. 

The  lvARl<  OK  Meath,  in  responding,  .said  he  w'as  glad  to  think 
the  days  of  "  chilly  reticence  "  had  gone,  and  he  urged  the 
visitors  not  to  hide  themselves  in  their  lodgings,  but  to  make 
themselves  know-n  to  the  I,eague,

Aspinall  (Principal  of  Scots  College,  vSydney),  General  O'Brien, 
Sir  Lewis  and  I<ady  Michell,  Dr.  W.  A.  Chappie,  M.P.,  The 
Hon.  George  Fowlds  (late  Minister  of  Education,  Xew  Zealand), 
:Mr.  T.  H.  Ridley,  representing  the  LT.A,  Profe.s.sor  F.  S.  Boas, 
Sir  Pieter  vStewart  Bam,  Lady  Lyall.  Mrs.  Arthur  Popplewell,  Mr. 
David  Fell  (Member  of  Legislature.  Xew  South  Wales) ,  Dr.  Alford 
Xicholls  (Dominica),  The  Archdeacon  of  British  Honduras, 
The  Hon.  A.  Wilmot,  Lady  MacMahon,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry 
Brittain,  Mrs.  Percy  Thomas,  Lady  Scott,  Mrs.  Ord  Mar.shall 
(Hon.  Secretary)  and  Representatives  of  the  Teachers'  A.sso- 
tciaions  both  in  the  T'nited  Kingdom  and  in  the  Overseas 
Dominions. 

The  Chairman"  (Sir  Philip  Hntchins).  in  welcoming  the 
representatives,  said  that  exactly  a  year  ago  the  Imperial 
Lnion  of  Teachers  was  inaugurated  by  Her  Majesty  Oueen 
Amelie.  who  had  again  kindly  consented  to  honour  the  pro- 
ceedings by  her  presence.  The  League  of  the  Empire  earn- 
estly hoped  that,  with  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  Imperial 
T'nion  of  Teachers,  its  work  might  continue  to  go  forward  on  a 
definite  basis,  and  that  thus  a  strong  link  might  be  formed 
between  the  Mother  Country,  the  self-governing  Dominions, 
and  the  other  oiitlying  countries  of  the  Ivmpire. 

Her  Majesty  Queen  AmeliI';  said  it  was  with  the  greatest 
pleasure  and  gratification  that  she  once  more  found  herself 
amongst  the  members  of  the  Imperial  L'nion  of  Teachers. 
With  all  her  heart  she  welcomed  those  who  were  present  that 
evening,  and  wished  them  a  happy  visit  to  the  Mother  Country. 

The  AIayor  of  \\'estminster  (Mr.  (iranville  .Smith),  after 
thanking  Her  ilajesty  Queen  Amelie  for  .so  kindly  coming  to 
grace  the  gathering  by  her  presence,  most  sincerely  welcomed 
the  menUjeri.  hoping  that  they  would  ahvaj's  look  upon  the 
City  of  Westminster  and  the  hall  where  they  were  meeting  as 
a  place  where  all  who  had  at  heart  the  unity  of  the  Empire 
would  ever  find  a  welcome  and  a  home.  Pie  hoped  that  the 
present  Meetings  might  be  productive  of  success  and  encour- 
agement, and  that  the  Overseas  members  would  return  to  their 
owni  homes  strengthened  with  a  new  link  of  the  bond  of  Ivmpire. 

Sir  Robert  Lucas-Tooth,  after  welcoming  those  present, 
said  that  wherever  one  travelled  one  found  members  of  the 
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British  race  always  glad  and  willing  to  do  the  best' they  "could 
to  sui)port  the  Mother  Country.  They'all  looked 'upon'England 
as  their  home  and  as  their  motherland.  1^  He  hoped  that  those 
who  had  come  from  distant'quarters  of  the  earth  would  derive 
great  advantage  from  their^opportunities  of  seeing  something 
of  the  Old  Country,  and  \TOuld  carry  back  with  them  useful 
knowledge  to  disseminate  in  their  own  lands. 

Dr.  James  L.  Hughes  (Toronto)  said  he  had  been  cahed  a 
"  Jingo."  He  was  dehghted  with  the  name.  If  to  be  a 
"  Jingo  "  meant  to  be  more  closely  united  to  the  Motherland, 
if  it  meant  to  be  proud  to  belong  to  the  race  that  represented 
the  highest  ideals  that  had  yet  been  revealed,  and  if  it  meant 
to  love  the  Briti.sh  Empire,  then  he  most  certainly  was  a  "Jingo" 
In  endorsing  the  invitation  of  Ontario  to  meet  there  in  1916, 
he  hoped  those  who  accepted  that  invitation  would  come  to 
Toronto  not  to  think  colonially  or  to  think  nationally,  but  to 
think  Imperiall)'. 

Mr.  D.wiD  Fei^i,  (^Member  of  the  Legislature  of  Xew  South 
Wales)  thought  that  tho.se  who,  like  himself,  had  come  from  dis- 
tant lands,  ought  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Homeland  for  their 
great  kindness  and  hospitality  during  the  present  visit.  They 
realised  the  great  ad\'antages  they  had  by  being  associated 
with  Great  Britain  under  "the  T'nion  Jack  ;  and  they  also 
realised  how  much  education  had  done  to  maintain  the  Empire. 
He  believed  that  Imperialism  was  based  vipon  Xationalism, 
that  Nationalism  was  based  upon  Patriotism,  and  that  Patri- 
otism was  based  upon  Content.  All  the  countries  of  the 
Ivmpire  should  work  as  one  harmonious  whole. 

The  Hox.  George  Foweds  (lately  Minister  of  Ivducation, 
Xew  Zealand)  believed  that  in  matters  of  education  Xew 
Zealand  had  done  a  great  deal.  The  early  settlers,  particu- 
larly of  the  southern  part  of  X'ew  Zealand,  were  principally 
.Scotch  settlers  ;  those  settlers  carried  their  love  of  education 
with  them  to  Xew  Zealand,  and  before  they  built  good  houses 
for  themselves  they  built  comparatively  good  schools  in  wliich 
t<j  educate  their  children.  They  had  left  their  mark  upon  the 
character  and  inclinations  of  his  fellow-coimtrymen.  The 
people  of  Xew  Zealand  were  always  glad  to  do  anything  they 
could  to  further  the  progress  of  the  Empire,  and  he  believed 
that  the  work  in  which  the  I.,eague  of  the  Emiiire  was  engaged 
would  help  to  make  the  Empire  greater  and  Ijetter  and  more 
glorious  than  it  had  even  been  in  the  past. 

Mrs.  Arthur  PoppeEWEEE  expressed  her  appreciation  of  the 
kindness  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Anielie  in  being  present  at  the 
gathering,  and  thus  showing  her  interest  in  the  imperial  work 
of  the  League.  The  League  of  the  I<<m])ire  Club  had  been 
established  for  teachers  and  others  interested  in  imperial  work 
to  meet  together  socially,  and  she  hoped  they  would  take  full 
advantage  of  the  opportunities  it  afforded. 

Mr.  M.\RTIX  Phillips  (Tran,svaal)  said  that  the  Transvaal 
was  the  last  colony  to  come  under  the  British  I'lag  but  the  first 
colony  in  regard  to  education.  On  liehalf  of  the  Transvaal 
Teachers'  Association  he  accepted  the  kind  invitation  that  had 
been  extended  by  Ontario.  He  would  be  unable  to  go  to 
Canada  himself,  Init  he  could  assure  the  Canadian  (Government 
that  representatives  of  the  Transvaal  and  Pretoria  Teachers' 
Associations  would  attend  the  Congress  in  igiG. 

Mr.  Ridley  (President  of  the  lyondon  Teachers'  Association), 
on  behalf  of  the  20,000  teachers  in  the  elementary  and  second- 
ary schools  of  I^ondon,  heartily  welcomed  his  colleagues  from 
( )\-erseas.  The  members  of  his  Associati(jn  were  always  glad 
to  do  all  they  could  to  help  the  lA'ague  of  the  Enipire  to  uphold 
a  sane  Imperialism.  He  felt  sure  that  London  would  send  its 
contingent  to  the  Toronto  Meeting. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Bextliff  (N'ational  I'nion  of  Teachers)  said  he 
was  proud  to  represent  the  X'atioiial  Enion  of  Teachers,  which 
included  in  its  membership  90,000  teachers  in  En.gland  and 
Wales.  The  National  Enion  of  Teachers  had  the  same  aim 
and  object  as  the  I,eague  of  the  Empire,  that  was  to  say.  it 
sought  to  unite  teachers,  but  whereas  it  had  to  luiite  the 
teachers  of  this  country,  the  I,eague  of  the  Ivmpire  aimed  at 


the  .stupendous  task  of  uniting  the  teachers  in  every  part  of 
the  British  Empire.  His  I'nion  wished  the  League  every 
success  in  the  enterprise  it  had  undertaken.  He  knew  there 
were  many  difficulties  in  its  way.  He  believed  it  was  generally 
recognised  that  teachers  from  different  parts  of  the  Ivmpire 
found  that  they  were  not  recognised  as  certificated  teachers 
when  they  came  to  Ivngland.  whereas  a  certificate  of  \yco- 
ficiency  in  one  country  ought  to  be  a  certificate  of  proficiency 
in  every  part  of  the  Empire.  He  congratulated  the  League  of 
the  Empire  in  furthering  every  movement  in  that  direction. 
Everything  that  was  ]50ssible  ought  to  be  done  for  the  future 
citizens  of  the  Briti.sh  Empire. 

The  REV.  A.  A.  Aspinall  (New  South  Walesl  said  he  rejire- 
sented  the  Australasian  League  of  the  Ivmpire  and  the  Teachers' 
CUiild  of  New  South  \\''ales.  Empire  Day  was  enthusiastically 
kept  in  Xew  vSouth  Wales.  Two  lumdred  thousand  children 
in  the  State  schools — not  including  the  cliildren  far  away  in 
the  Bush — celebrated  this  day,  so  well  fixed  on  the  birthday 
of  the  late  Queen  ^'ictoria.  In  Australia  every  boy  at  the  age 
of  12  became  a  junior  cadet,  at  16  he  became  a  senior  cadet, 
and  when  he  was  25  he  became  one  of  the  militia  of  Australia. 
That  army  was  intended  not  only  to  defend  its  own  shores  but 
to  help  the  IMother  Country  at  any  time  it  was  needed.  During 
the  war  with  South  Africa  many  Australian  volunteers  gave 
their  lives  for  the  Empire.  He  desired  to  tender  his  grateful 
thanks  for  the  hospitality  shown  to  teachers  from  Australia 
when  they  came  to  England.

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SUMMARY  OF  THE  WORK  UNDERTAKEN  BY  THE 
LEAGUE  OF  THE  EMPIRE. 


The  League  o!  the  Empire  has  now 
completed  twelve  years  of  somewhat 
strenuous  labour  in  the  interests  oli  Im- 
perial Education.  It  is  ditficult  in  a  few 
words  to  summaiise  the  many  different 
lines  of  activity  which  this  work  has  taken, 
but  the  following  short  record  will,  it  is 
thought,  sufficiently  justify  the  Council  in 
putting  forward  a  claim  to  larger  recog- 
nition, and  also  to  the  special  favour  of 
those  most  able  to  assist  in  the  financial 
support  of  a  movement  which  has  played 
no  small  part  in  spreading  that  wider 
patriotism  on  which  the  unity  of  the 
Empire  must  ultimately  depend. 

The  J.eague  of  the  Empire  was  founded  in  this 
year.  The  first  work  of  importance  undertaken  was 
to  establish  correspondence  between  children  throughout 
the  Empire.  There  are  now  over  29,000  members  of  the 
Correspondence  Branch  of  the  League. 

lonil  Affiliation  of  Schools  throughout  the  Empire  was 
laOo.  j^gjj^  accomplished,  thereby  bringing  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  children  in  every  part  of  the  British  Dominions 
into  closer  relation  with  each  other  in  an  infinite  variety  of 
congenial  interests.

The  first  Imperial  Education  Conference  between 


the  Education  Departments  in  the  Empire  was 
arranged  and  convened  by  the  League.  A  resolution  was 
passed  in  favour  of  a  quadrennial  Conference,  and  it  was 
announced  that  the  next  Official  Conference  on  Education 
would  be  called  by  the  Imperial  Government  in  191 1. 

.Qjj-  A  Lace  and  Needlework  Industry  was  founded  by 
the  League  in  St.  Helena  in  this,  a  year  of  acute 
need  in  that  Island.  The  Colonial  Office  made  the  Island  a 
grant,  and  the  Government  of  St.  Helena  shortly  afterwards 
took  over  the  Industrj'.  By  request  of  the  Colonial  Office 
the  League  acts  as  Agent  in  England  for  the  School. 

Ifl07        ^  Scheme  was  initiated  providing  for  the  Migration 
of  Teachers  for  purposes  of  study,  and  numbers  of 
Teachers  in  different  parts  of  the  Empire  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  League's  arrangements. 

1909-  ^  History  of  the  British  Empire  and  two  Imperial 
,Q,,"  Text  Books  were  prepared  and  published  by  the 
'  League  through  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  Louis 
Spitzel.  i;ditcd  by  Professor  A.  F.  Pollard,  these  books  are 
largely  us'  d  in  Schools,  and  a  portion  of  the  History  was 
prescribed  for  the  Oxford  Local  Examination  in  igi2. 

1909        ^^^  '^^^'^  Empire  Day  Parade  in  Hyde  Park  was 
•    organised  by  the  League  in  this  year.    The  Parade 
is  now  an  annual  event,  and  aboiit  10,000  members  of 
different  organisations  generally  take  part.

A  short  Education  Conference  was  held  to  review 
and  record  the  work  of  the  League  continued  since 
1907,  by  desire  of  representatives  of  Overseas  Governments.

The  First  Imperial  Conference  of  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciations was  held  by  the  League  and  attended  by 
over  600  Delegates  and  Representatives  from  all  countries 
in  the  British  Empire.

1912  ^^^  League  of  the  Empire  non-residential  Club  was

at  28,  Buckingham  Gate,  Westminster,  for  the  use  of 
members  of  the  League,  Associated  Teachers,  Overseas 
visitors  and  all  interested  in  various  kinds  of  imperial 
wofk.  The  League  has  also  organised  each  year  for  Over- 
seas Teachers  and  friends  visits  to  historical  places  and 
interesting  houses,  &c.,m  the  Home  Country,  and  furnished 
introductions  to  those  visiting  different  parts  of  the  Empire 
or  emigrating. 

1918  ^'^^  ^'^^^  ^'^""^^  Meeting  of  Teachers'  Associations 
*  throughout  the  Empire  was  convened  by  the  League  in 
July,  1913,  when  arrangements  were  considered  for  the  next 
Imperial  Conference  of  Teachers'  Associations  to  be  held  in 
due  course  in  Toronto,  by  invitation  of  the  Government  of 
Ontario,  who  have  made  a  grant  of  £50  towards  the  Educa- 
tional work  of  the  League. 

1913  '^^'^  Imperial  Union  of  Teachers  was   formally 
inaugurated. 

In  addition  to  these  special  undertakings  which  stand  out 
somewhat  as  landmarks  in  the  progress  of  the  League, 
attention  may  be  drawn  to  other  useful  indications  of 
activity.  The  Intelligence  Department  of  the  League 
received  commendation  in  1907  from  the  Imperial  Education 
Conference,  which  placed  on  record  "  its  high  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  by  the  League  of  the  Empire  in  stimulating 
educational  activity  and  in  collecting  and  circulating 
information  on  educational  subjects."  Further  evidence  of 
the  value  of  the  work  done  by  the  League  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  Overseas  Education  Departments 
have  appointed  the  League  as  their  Agent  in  England. 
Lectures  both  public  and  private  have  been  arranged  by  the 
League,  Exhibitions  organised.  Empire  Day  Essay  Com- 
petitions throughout  the  Empire  conducted,  and  means  for 
the  interchange  of  literature,  newspapers,  photographs, 
specimens,  &c.,  &c.,  provided. 

The  foregoing  summary  of  work  accomplished  encourages 
the  Council  to  claim  for  the  League  a  large  measure  of 
success  in  bringmg  more  closely  together  British  j)eoples 
Overseas,  and  securing  effective  co-operation  between  them 
and  those  in  the  Home  Country.  The  Council  therefore 
appeal  with  confidence  for  substantial  financial  help  in 
continuing  their  important  work  and  in  carrying  to  a  success- 
ful issue  schemes  which  have  proved  themselves  useful  and 
acceptable  in  all  parts  of  the  Empire.
